“ The Gov ernor’s 
Board of Commissioners for the selection 
of a location for the new Illinois State 
Soldiers’ Home are apparently in a hope­ 
less dead-lock, being unable, after many 
meetings and much balloting, to agree 
upon a site.

Althou gh flower trimmed bonnets and 
hats are the rare ex ceptions, and 
are 
worn only for ev ening or receptions, 
Bay s the Ch ica g o Times, 
there are some 
marv elou sly beau tifu l flowers in v elv et 
brou ght ou t in the most gorgeou s 
colorings. 
Velv et 
nastu rtiu ms 
in 
shaded red and orange adorn a black 
bonnet, finished with embroideries of 
jet and jetted lace, and then there are 
ex qu isite v elv et dahlias in all k nown 
shades, from the most delicate pink to 
the reds so deep in tho hearts of the 
flowers 
as to seem shadowed with 
black . 
A mass of the-se rich blossoms 
in the v ariou s tones is mou nted on a 
handsome reception hat of tawny v el­ 
v et, draped with a silk en scarf of the 
same shade, richly embroidered with 
gold and deep-red silk threads. Among 
the v ery prettiest fancies are bu nches 
and spray s of v elv et leav es shading 
from green throu gh all tho au tu mnal 
tints of rod, orange, and brown. 
The 
bu nches of oak leav es 
are 
mix ed 
with small acorns, which, by the way , 
are the bonafido articles and not deft 
imitations. 
Clu sters 
of 
wood-bine 
leav es aro v ory gracefu l, bu t the maple 
are tru est to natu re, being in tho most 
brilliant hu es, that fairly riv al natu re’s 
own produ ctions. 
Flowers of y ellow 
v elv et, mingling pu le and deep tones, 
aro v ery effectiv e against dark back ­ 
grou nds, as a bonnet of seal-brown v el­ 
v et half cov ered with folds of woolen 
lace and finished high in front with a 
mass of small y ellow flowers with dark 
centers. 
Fancy tu ft and feather trim­ 
mings aro generally preferred ev en to 
these 
splendidly -lined 
Mowers, 
how­ 
ev er, and there are some beau tifu l ar­ 
rangements of fancy breasts and wings 
with an admix tu re of soft marabou t 
tips. 
Small birds are mou nted six or 
sev en in a grou p in most fantastic 
shape, with heads, tails, and wings in­ 
ex tricably confou nded.

Qu ills are as mu ch u sed on fall 
and winter hats as they 
were in the 
spring, and are display ed in some new 
and v ery pretty stv les. 
There D a par­ 
ticu lar fancy for white qu ills ov er dark 
hu ts, and while a few of thorn are pla n 
tho majority of them aro 
fleck ed ♦'with 
metallic powder i in shaded gold or sil­ 
v er. 
Two white qu ills, one fleck ed 
with gold and one with silv er, arc some 
times crossed on the front of a hat, with 
a bu nch of soft marabou t tips raised in 
the center. 
Ribbon trimmings are all v ery pop­ 
u lar, and there is actu ally no limit to 
the fancy brocaded and figu red sty los 
that are display ed in the millinery e s ­ 
tablishments 
in 
tempting 
array . 
Plain satin ribbon is seen with fancy 
scalloped edges, ex actly similar to the 
edges in v ogu e twenty -fiv e y ears ago. 
T h e n are some v ery pretty striped rib­ 
bons with a gros grain and satin band 
alternating in two colors, and there 
are shown some v ery handsome ribbons 
with heav y

I lie ribbons in solid 
colors are u sed in combination effects, 
three or ev en fou r shades sometimes 
being u sed together, bu t tho printed 
and striped ribbons are u sed singly .

N AP O L EO N *8 T R A P E L I N G L I BR AR I ES . 
Many of Napoleon’s biographers 
ha v e 
incidentally mentioned that he, lik e one 
of them (M. Thiers), u sed to ca rry 
abou t a certain nu m ber o f fa v o rite 
book s wherev er he went, whether tra v ­ 
eling or campaigning; bu t it is not gen­ 
erally k nown that he made sev eral 
plans for the constru ction of portable 
libraries which were to form part of his 
baggage. 
Some interesting informa­ 
tion u pon this head is giv en u s by M. 
Lou is Barbier, who, for many y ears, 
had the care of tk e Lou v re Library , 
and who bases his information u pon 
some memoirs left by his father, who 
was Librarian to Napoleon himself. 
F or a long time Napoleon u sed to carry 
abou t the book s he requ ired in sev eral 
box es holding abou t six ty v olu mes 
each. 
These v olu mes, which were 
either octav o or du odecimo, stood u pon 
shelv es inside the box es, which were 
su pplied by the well-k nown cabinet­ 
mak er, Jacob. 
They were made of 
mahogany at first, bu t as it was fou nd 
that this was not strong enou gh for the 
k nock ing abou t they had to su stain, M. 
Barbier had them made of oak and cov ­ 
ered with leather. 
The inside was 
lined with green leather or v elv et, and 
tho book s bou nd in morocco. 
There 
was a catalogu e for each case, with a 
corresponding nu mber u pon each v ol­ 
u me, so that there was nev er a mo­ 
m ent’s delay in pick ing ou t any book 
that was wanted. 
As soon as the editor 
had selected his headqu arters du ring a 
campaign these cases were placed in 
the room which was intended to bo his 
stu dy , together with the portfolios and 
maps. 
In cou rse of time, howev er, 
Napoleon fou nd that many book s which 
he wanted to consu lt were not inclu ded 
in the collection, and, u pon inqu iring 
the reason, wras informed that they 
wou ld not fit into the cases. 
This, of 
cou rse, was an answer which did not 
satisfy one so imperiou s, and, while re­ 
siding at Bay onne in 18 08 , he dictated 
the following memoir, which was sent 
to Mr. Barbier: 
“ Bay onne, Ju ly 17 , 
18 08 . 
The Em peror wishes to form a 
trav eling library of 1,000 in small 12mo 
and printed in handsome ty pe. 
It is 
his Majesty ’s intention to hav e these 
work s printed for his special u se, and 
in order to ecou mizo space there is to 
be no margin to them. 
They shou ld 
contain 5 00 or 000 pages and be bou nd 
in cov ers as 
flex ible as possible and 
with spring back s. 
There shou ld be 
40 work s on religion, 
40 dramatic 
work s, 40 v olu mes of epic and 00 of 
other poetry , 
100 nev els, and 00 v ol­ 
u mes of history , the remainder being 
historical memoirs of ev ery period.— 
Th e Aca d emy.

The Strug g les o f H is E a r ly Y o u th -S tea lin g 
a M a rch o n a Crtned . 
There is mu ch in General Sheridan's 
life that is kindred to the fortu nes and 
misfortu nes of many Americans who 
hav e b ecome illu striou s. 
In a commu ­ 
nity of little moro animation than a ne­ 
cropolis, and su rrou nded b y degener­ 
ating influ ences, ho adv anced pu rely b y 
tho force of b is own energies and v igor­ 
ou s v irtu es. 
Horn March 0, 1 8 31 , his 
y ou th was a constant stru gg o b etween 
an inb orn desire for learning and the 
inclination to imitate the hu man sleep­ 
iness he saw on ev ery side. 
Tho tu ru - 
p kc in Somerset was in those day s one 
of the great highway s to tho new' West. 
Many a week did y ou ng Sheridan and 
his father b reak stone on it at six ­ 
pence a day and “find their own din­ 
ners,” as the eldest inhab itant delights 
to relate. 
From the conv ersation of 
the passer-b y it was 
that the lad’s 
mind receiv ed its first confu sed impres­ 
sions ab ou t tho ou tside world. 
The 
attrition, instead of imp ring discon­ 
tent, qu ickened his natu ral liking for 
stu dy , and soon afterward, he made 
su ch progress at the cou ntry schools, 
that he readily , u pon application, pro­ 
cu red a clerkship in the store of Mr. 
Hu ston. 
His natu ral smartness and 
his proficiency in arithmetic ex cited 
the interest 
and finally secu red him 
the friendship- of an amiab le old geu - 
tlomen who was ev entu ally instru men­ 
tal in placing him at West Point. 
Sheridan’s paronts aro plain, easy ­ 
going, Irish people; dev ou t memb ers 
of the Catholic Chu rch. 
They reside 
in a wiiite, v ino-cov ered cottage, ab ou t 
a mile sou th of the pu b lic squ are.

Roth of Sheridan’s b rothers were in 
the army , the one, Michael, b eing on 
his staff, and tho otb or, John, serv ing 
as a priv ate.

law, thou gh natu re ev idently nev er in­ 
tended him for a su ccessfu l b arrister. 
Near-sightedness 
and 
a ” distressfu l 
timidity b efore an au dience were his 
pecu liarities. 
One Fou rth 
of Ju ly 
du ring tlie war, John Sheridan had 
b een inv ited 1 o deliv er tho oration of 
the day . the celeb ration b eing largely 
commemorativ e of General Sheridan's 
triu mphs and patriotisms.

arose nerv ou sly , apparently wrestling 
with some mighty thou ght. 
At length

R a i d : 
“Ladies and 
gentlemen: 
Somerset is a small place-- pau se j— 
that is, it is not v ery large.”

profou nd rejection ho b lu shed, cou gh­ 
ed, took a drink of water, wiped his 
spectacles, and replacing them resu m­ 
ed : 
“ Ladies and gentlemen: 
Somer­ 
set is—is—a small place.

After 
hav ing repeated the complex opera­ 
tion of b lu shing, cou ghing, drinking, 
and clearing tho mist from his specta­ 
cles, ho was ab ou t to proceed with his 
panegy ric on Somerset, when the shrill 
v oice of his sister Mary interru pted: 
“John-nee Shcr-idau , sit down ami 
compose x ou rself.”

organs for eliminating it. 
The proper continu ou s action of the 
kidney s is fu ndamentally essential to 
health. 
Bu t they aro su b ject to many 
disorders, among which is inflamma­ 
tion. 
This inflammation may affect 
only ono of them, or only portions of 
one. 
In Bright's disease b otli are af­ 
fected, and all the constitu ent parts of 
each. 
Bright’s disease may b e either acu te 
or chronic, the lattor b eing mu ch moro 
fatal. 
The former may b e v ery mild, 
the inflammation b eing marked only in 
certain capillaries, which, howev er, b e­ 
come so far changed that they allow 
the escape of alb u men and b lood cor­ 
pu scles.

Ah tho disease arrests the proper 
fu nctions of tin* kidney s, the poisons 
which accu mu late in the b lood « riv o rise 
to v omitings, impaired v ision, or ev en 
temporary b lindness, and in sornecu es 
to coma (lethargy ) and conv u lsions. It 
may also giv e riso to b ronchitis, pleu r­ 
isy , pneu monia, pericarditis (inflamma­ 
tion of the heart sack), and peritonitis.

tient is not cu t off b y b lood-poisoning, ;

fioa^os, ho is likely to recov er, and that, 
too, within a month or two at the long­ 
est, the dropsy rapidly disappearing, 
the fev er sy mptoms ceasing, and .the 
appetite retu rning, thou gh the alb u ­ 
men and the casts may continu e for 
some timo longer. 
The recov ery is 
generally complete. 
Acu te Bright s disease is often du e to 
v ariou s other 
diseases, especially to 
scarlet fev er. 
Tho phy sician mu st treat the diso u se, 
b u t du ring eonv alescriice the patient 
mu st b e v ery carefu l in regard to diet, 
ex ercise, and ex posu re to eohl.

man in Franco is a good drau ghtsman. 
In addition to this, ev ening lectu res on 
Tou rs’ on almost ev ery su b ject of in­ 
terest in art, science and literatu re af­ 
ford gratu itou s instru ction to the w ork­ 
men. Tho crowded schools of draw ing, 
modelling, wood-carv ing and painting, 
fu rnished with tho b est models and 
casts, and u nder the charge of teachers 
fu ll of enthu siasm for the work, giv e an 
impetu s to those trades and manu fac­ 
tu res which are closely connected with 
art which is withou t a parallel. 
In 
Au stria, which ranks nex t to France in 
indu strial adv ance, eighty -fou r tru do* 
schools arc already estab lished, whiehl 
may b e classed u nder the following! 
heads: 
First, schools for weav ing;, 
second, wood and iron trades; third, 
ceramics ami glass trades; fou rth, metal 
indu stries; and fifth, toy s and v ariou s 
small indu stries. 
The latter class of 
indu stries are principally confined to 
the mou ntainou s districts of Ty rol. 
It' 
will he seen that weav ing schools take 
the first rank in Au stra, as this is an in­ 
du stry which employ s a v ast nu mb er of 
workpeople of b oth sex es. 
There ari> 
in Au stria alone twenty -two weav ing) 
schools. The local needs and resou rces, 
of different localities in most cases de­ 
termine the character of the school.J 
Thu s, the first trade school estab lished 
in Germany was for the manu factu re 
of metal work in the colliery district oft 
Westphalia, and owed its origin to tho 
want felt b y the manu factu rers for. 
trained lab or. It inclu des a three y ears“ 
cou rse, and the pu pils are train« I u s 
designers, 
modellers, 
wood-carv ers, 
fou nders, tu rners, 
engino-rttters, en­ 
grav ers, gilders and etchers.”

First, have the material upon w’hiidi 
the iloral desig n is outlined in chalk 
mouiitetl, or rattier strctelied on a stiff 
board, and then mix ordinary oil paints 
or enamel color’s with a little turpentine 
or mastic varnish. 
Having reduced 
them to tlie consistency of butter take 
them up on y our pa lelte-knite and scrape 
thonr off’ this onto the edg e of a small 
tin palette. 
Then, having the diilerent 
shades of the ilow er to be produced al­ 
ready on the tin jialette, take an ordinary 
steel pen, with very broad shoulders, 
and carefully and firmly scrape up a 
small quantity of the paint, transfer it 
to the desig n by sticking the point of 
the pen firmly into the outline, turn it 
sharply over, and the iiaint will be left 
on the desig n. 
After carefully outlin­ 
ing the whole fiow’er in this x vay wipe 
the pen perfectly clean and proceed to 
stroke down tlie rim of paint firmly , 
closely , and finely , which will produce 
a scries of lines, (Uich line rei>resenting 
a crew el stitch. For the veins of leaves 
and llow'ers the paint is merely laid 
finely on with a pen, not stroked down. 
For the 
centers of such ilow’ers as 
daisies and snnfiowevs the paint is laid 
on in one thick lump and then puuclied 
with the i)oint of a coarse pin till the 
desired effect is produced.
